The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applicant 
amended the claim language of the independent claims to read that the opening within 
the wall has an axis substantially normal there through. The applicant also thoroughly 
explained the difference between the prior art's orientation element and the orientation 
element of the instant application. The instant application has an orientation element in 
which only one orientation allows for a secure resting and locked position; whereas the 
prior art has basically a shoulder allowing the securement to be loose and in any 
position.
